Inherent weakness of Pennsylvania’s Sunday 
Blue laws is dramatically and tragically reflected 
in the current one-man enforcement circus opera­ 
ting in Lower Bucks under the sponsorship of Jus­ 
tice of the Peace Dougherty. 


This weakness is a two-pronged one: 
I. The present laws as written and interpreted 
are virtually and nractieally unenforceable. 
‘J. They invite ,(ust the kind of enforcement ex­ 
cess and 
travesty as Dougherty so well dem­ 
onstrates. 


Motive 
behind 
this 
ridiculous 
enforcement 
binge is supposedly yearning to show up the Blue 
Laws for what they are. 


That a regularly elected public official sworn 
to uphold the laws of tile Commonwealth should 
admittedly use enforcement of one group of laws 
as an excuse for creating public furore against 
them naturally raises a question of propriety as 
well as honest regard for public trust. 


If this is a mere crusade against what he 
considers unjust laws, Dougherty might go a hit 
further and explain the disposition of the $9 cost 
of handing out each conviction. 


This newspaper does not take the position of 
being opposed to the Sunday Blue Laws. 


We believe certain legalized restraints on < om- 
mercialization of the Sabbath are essential. At 
the same time we believe the question of such re­ 
straint must be and should be resolved by the 
Legislature. 


But we do resent the intrusion of one-man 
movements such as energized by Dougherty which 
go far beyond the present-day intent and spirit 
of tile law by interfering with and obstructing nec­ 
essary duty iii our industries, our highways, our 
recreational 
places, 
our 
newspapers 
and our 
radios, as well as iii those commercial establish­ 
ments traditionally excused by the law. 


We are thoroughly fam iliar with some of the 
pressures contributing to tins current Blue Law 
enforcement circus, making Lower Bucks County 
the laughing stock of the state, of the whole four- 
state area. 


Obviously it’s time for reason and intelligence 
to supplant the ill-judgment and outright inanity 
that are bringing shame on Lower Bucks County, 
on the state’s whole system of law and justice.

T h e la w : 


‘‘Whoever does or performs any worldly em­ 
ployment or business whatsoever on the Lord’s Day, 
commonly called Sunday (works of necessity and 
charity only excepted), or uses or practices any 
game, hunting, shooting, sport or diversion what­ 
soever on the sam e day not authorized by law, 
shall, upon conviction thereof in a sum m ary pro­ 
ceeding, be sentenced to pay a fine of four dollars 
($4.00), for the use of the Commonwealth, or. in 
default of the payment thereof, shall suffer six (6) 
days’ imprisonment.’ 
“Nothing herein contained shall be construed 
to prohibit the dressing of victuals in private fam­ 
ilies, bakehouses, lodgir.g-houses, inns and other 
house of entertainment for the use of sojourners, 
travellers or strangers, or to hinder watermen from 
landing their passengers, or ferrym an from c a r r y ­ 
ing over the w ater travellers, or persons removing 
with their families on the Lord’s day, commonly 
called Sunday, nor to the deliver of milk or the 
necessaries of life, before nine of the clock in the 
forenoon, nor after five of the clock in the afternoon 
of the sam e dav.”
